WASHINGTON, July 128.—The time of 
the senate this afternoon was taken up 
in buncomb speeches on Mexico, The 
object. was to kill time until the house 
acted on the reconstruction bill, 

Mr. Chandler led off on his usual vein 
of vehement emphasis. He denounced al] 
who condemned execution of Maxi 
milian, as either “‘puling bumanitarians 
like Greeley,” *‘ffunkies like Raymond,” 
or rebels or traitors, and wound up by 
declaring that America could whip the 
world, and would certainly whip any 
nation that attempted to make war upon 
Mexico. 

Reverdy Johnaon took the other side 
of the question, and was followed by sev- 
cral speeches from the Chandler stand- 
point. After waiting three hours upon 
the house, an executive segsion was held, 
atter the conclusion of which a recess 


i! half-past seven was taken. 

The only feature of the house to-day 
was the reporting back by the recon- 
struction committtee of the senate bill, 
with certain portions of the house bill, 
So amended, it was hoped to get the 
matter into complete shape, but the de- 
bate was again opened and ‘took a wide 
range, Mr. Robinson, of New York, lead- 
ing in a speech on the republican party, 
the Fenians and one or two other sybjects.
